PARIS, April 1-—The Franoo- 
German frontier, which ig still the 
foremost subject before -Premiers 
Liceyd George, Clemenceau and Or- 
lando, and President Wilson, is he- 
ing presente] now from a new stand- 
point, which offers some prospect of 
agreement, 

The first plan was to give France 
economic control of the Saar coal 
fleids, so as to offset damage to the 
coal fields of Northern France. 
France was not to have political con- 
wrol over the large German popula- 
tion In the Saar Valley, which would 
remain with Germany. This proved 
objectionable. The main objection 
was the divided control, by which 
France would be unable to operate 
the mines effectively, prevent strikes 
and enforce authority when the Ger- 
mans were exercising political con- 
trol. 

The new pian, therefore, seeks to 
combine French economic and poiiti- 
cal power for a_ temporary period, 
until the production of the mines in 
Northern France is restored. It is 
estimated that five years would be 
required to restore the French mines 
to normal, and this probably gives

an idea of the length of the proposed 
joint control by France, 

The fact that the control would be 
temporary, would overcome ‘the ob- 
jection of annexaticn similar to the 
German annexation of Alsace and 
Lorraine in 1870. 

The proposal was first advanced as 
concerning the Saar region only, but 
it is regarded now as equally app!ic- 
able to the left bank of the Rhine as 
& possible basis of agreement. 

A new phase of the question of 
reparations is also béing presénted, 
in the propesal to avoid stating in the 
treaty any specific total and thus @s- 
cape comtroversy over tha largeness 
or smallness of the amount. It is 
said that this is possible by defining 
the character of payments over a 
| eer of years, without precisely de- 
fining what the total would reach, 
and efforts are being made to find a 
formula which would express thid 
idea. 

It is understord that the plan is 
considersd advantageous chiefly for 
friendly wountries, where expectat’gns 
have been aroused of a total much 
larger than {ts likely to be allowed.

Answering questions from the Op- 
position, Premier Stewart, in the Leg- 
islature Tuesday night, declared it 
would be the policy of the Provincial 
Governmem to make all future ap- 
pointments {nto the civil service from 
the ranks of returned soldiers so far 
as this was possible. 

The Premier drew furthar applause 
from both sides of the house when he 
stated frankly that he felt it the 
duty of the Government to employ as 
largely as possible all returned men 
who would be physically unfitted for 
competition with other men in ordin- 
ary lines of occupation. He felt that 
by reason of easier hourg under gov- 
ernment—emplorn 
the many branches of work which 
could be carried on if these men were 
trained ae clerks and stenographers, 
there should be openings for a con: 
siderable number of veterans in this 
class, 

The Premier pointed out that’ ar- 
rangements had been better perfect- 
ed whereby a represeatative of the 
soldiers’ organization would supp'y 
names and qualifications of retura- 
ed men from which list the gover )- 
ment appointments could be made, 

Going into details of the adm.nis- 
trative vote for departments # total 
of $715,585 under the headirg of 
administration of justice provoked 
lengthy discussion.

MAYOR THOMPSON IS RE-ELECTED IN 
CHICAGO BY A 15,000 PLURALITY 


CHICAGO, IiL, April 1—Mayor W. T. Thompson, Republican, 
was re-elected today in one of the most exciting political struggles 
the city ever witnessed, the incomplete unofficial returns late tonight 
indicating that his plurality would be in the neighborhood of 15,000. 
His nearest opponent was Robert Sweitzer, Democrat, county clerk, 
bi ey the mayor defeated four years ago by a plurality of more than 
147,000. 

Much of the big vote which the mayor received four years ago, 
but lost today, went to State Attorney Hoyne, who ran as an Inde- 
pendent. 

The city voted “wet by a sweeping majority, the first time the 
question had been voted on in Chicago. The liquor adherents made 
a campaign based on the slogan “Let congress hear your protest.” 

Mayor Thompson has had the unenviable distinction of having 
been the pro-German mayor of a pro-German city. Before the United 


States entered the war he boasted that he was mayor of the third 
largest German speaking city in the world.

on the aubject of the proposal to form a “Mintstry of Heaith. 

We are strongly of opinion that, in the long run, the welfare 
of both the community and the individual will be best promoted 
if the state confines ite attention, in matters of health, to the inves- 
tigation of the causes and distribution of disease, and to the 
promotion of what is generally known as “public san'tation, 
in which term are here included not only sanitary improvements, 
but the safeguarding of food supply; housing schemes; town 
planning; vitai statistles: public education in the laws of health, 
hygiene, ete. In other words, the state should deal solely with 
preventive and not with curative measures—wiih the environment 
rather than with the individual. . 

The reasonableness of this broad principle may be derended 
by the following, amongst other, considerations: 

1. Practically no difference of opinion exists as to the wis- 

dom of public measures of sanitary reform, because they are @ 
plain benefit to the whole community, and they do not involve 
any invasion of the legitimate rights of the individual, 
2. Medicine, on the other hand, is an “art” affording scope 
for vast differences of opinion and application. For proof of this 
statement we need only point to the great gulf which separates 
the rival systems of allopathy, homeopathy and osteopathy. Med- 
{eine is essentially a personal end not a pubilc matter, and 
medicinal treatments, such as prevontive and curative sera and 
vaccines the use of drugs and medical appliances, are, therefore, 
more suited for the free play of private enterprise, 

3. Few things are as empirical and ephemeral as orthodox 
therapeutics—the remedies of one generation of doctors gener- 
ally become the laughing-stock of the next. To publicly endow 
these fleeting medical fashions merely lengthens their useless 
lives, to the great gain of the doctors and drug-making firms, but 
without the least benefit accruing to the community. 

4. There is a grave danger—unless the proposed Health Min- 
istry is formulated on such a clear-cut principle as that here ad- 
vocated—that it will rapidly evolve into a system of state 
medicine, in which not merely free choice of doctor, but the right 
of private judgment in medical treatment, will be denied. 

6b. The admitted helpfulness of regular doctors in the pres- 
ence of many serious diseases makes it highly important that the 
state should leave the door df medical tréatment open to its widest 
limits. Ite ideal should be ‘Free Trade and Free Thought in Medi- 
cine.’ No monopoly to any part!cular system, but a fair feld and 
no favor, so that each system may receive the support that its 
disciples choose to give it. 

6. It has been etated that the feal object to be aimed at by a 
Ministry of Health is “to bring medicine to bear as an effective 
force upon the public.” It is here submitted that that should not 
be the object at all, but that prevention by the promotion of pub- 
lic and personal hygiene, and not medical treatment, should be 
the real aim, What is needed is a “Ministry of Health.” in fact 
as well as in name and not a ‘Ministry of Medicine.” 

7. To secure this end, medical officers or health and sani- 
tary officals ought not to be doctors, They should be specially 
trained as sanitarians and hygienists, so that they may intelli- 
gently and honestly direct the steps of the community to the City 
of Hygela. Medical practitioners have no inducement to find out 
and expose the bottom causes of disease, as such an exposure 
would conflict with the interests of the profession at large. 

8. Another important desideratum in connection with a Min- 
istry of Health is that tt should have power to regulate and 
critically control the behavior of the medical profession. How is 
it likely to do this in the interests of the community if it is itself 
controlled by the profession? 

Had the broad general principle here advocated been applied 
a century ago. Parliament would not have committed the great 
blunder of endowing the Jennerian practice of vaccination; and 
in recent times the like observance of this,simple principle would 
have prevented the grants which have been made in and of the 
supply of curative sera for diphtheria, typhoid fever, and tuber- 
culosis; and of salvarsan for venereal disease. Were these rem- 
edies as sound a they are dubious, the objection to their state en- 
dowment would be equally cogent. “Good wine needs no bush,” 
and there is no more justification for sick people's medicine being 
supplied by the state (outside the provisions of the Poor Law) 
than. there is for the state to buy their food or their clothing. 
The medical treatment portion of the National Insurance Schems 
would also have been based on lines of greater freedom of cholce, 
both of doctor and treatment, instead of, as now, on the tyran- 
nical ideals of German bureaucracy. 

We trust, therefore, that any scheme for a Ministry of Health 
which may be formulated by the government will be based on 
the safe and simple principle of public prevention vs. individual 
treatment as here enunciated, and that it may be accompanied 
by the repeal of all enactments and departmental regulations 
hitherto passed in violation of that wholesome sanitary doctor- 
ing, and a revision of the Medical-treatment section of the 
National Insurance Scheme from the like point of view. 

Some unofficial schemes have already been drawn up. We do 
not propose to pass them in review; but, as illustrating “how not 
to do it.” we commend to your notice the scheme formulated by 
the British Medical Association; also the scheme outlined by Dr. 
F. J. Gordon Dill at a meeting of the Royal Society of Medicine 
on the 15th of April last. In our view, these schemes are utterly 
opposed to the public welfare, because they would place the peo- 
ple entirely at the mercy of a medical caste, and involve a vast 
expenditure of public money, with little or no public benefit. 

In conclusion, we would beg the government to consider well 
before they establish and endow the profession of medicine as 
a state institution, lest in a few short weeks they lay the founda- 
tion of abuses which may well take centuries to eradicate.

In regard to the conduct of the 
vendor's etore Mr. Forater said that 
he had every reason to believe that 
Mr. Webster had at all times endeav- 
ored to be honest and fair, and that 
no special privileges were knowingly 
extended to any of the customers of 
the store, However, he said three 
druggists of the city complained that 
the Dominion Drug company appear- 
ed to be given advantages that they 
did not enjoy.

Education in Alberta 


The education of the rising gen- 
eration has come to be recognized 


as one of the most important 
duties of the state—that 1s of the 
people who compose the state, act- 
ing both in their individual and 
in their collective capacity. In 
modern practice the public school 
system is the means whereby the 
torch of knowledge is kept alight 
and passed on from generatjon to 
generation with increasing brilli- 
ance as the store of human knowl- 
edge is increased. The people are 
the country. As the people are so 
js the country. As the young 
people are taught so the country 
will progress, Progress 1s the mark 
of civilization. Through educa- 
tion the accumulated knowledge 
of the centuries is made available 
to the citizen of today. The ac- 
quirement of that knowledge be- 
comes the inspiration to creative 
thought, and the basis of still 
further progress. : 

It is fitting that in this Cana- 
dian Prairie West, where the con- 
ditions are those of opportunity 
and endeavor; where a new and 
vigorous population is being 
rapidly established under favor- 
able conditions, the problems 
of education should claim a prom- 
inent place in the activities of the 
people and threugh them of their 
governmental authorities. There 
are problems peculiar to the phys- 
ical characteristics of the country, 
to the climatic conditions, to the 
activities and mental outlook of 


the people, that are being worked | 


out from year to year; but have 
not yet been solved and may not 
be at any early date. 

These problems must be dealt 
with from time to time and public 
sentiment demands that they shall 
always be dealt with from a pro- 
gressive viewpoint. The people of 
Alberta have always taken an ad- 
vanced position on matters of 
education. Schools were conduct- 
ed at Edmonton before there was 
any governmental authority and 
when in 1884 the North-West 
council passed a school law, al- 
though Edmonton was the most 
distant outpost of resident popula- 
tion in the then organized terri- 
tories, the Edmonton school dis- 
trict was the seventh to be or- 
ganized in all that vast region. 
The like spirit prevailed through- 
out Alberta. Since Alberta be- 
came a province the spirit of pro- 
gress in educational matters has 
been in ample evidence, taking the 
lead in many respects from the 
two sister provinces. War con- 
ditions of course had their effect, 
even on educational matters in 
Alberta. But now that peace con- 
ditions prevail, there is opportun- 
ity for further advance, The in- 
crease of the educational appro- 
priations for the year by one-third, 
and in amount nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars, is an evidence of the 
earnestness of the new Minister of 
Education, Hon, Geo. P. Smith, in 
his determination that after-the- 
war educational reconstruction 
shall not do other than credit to 
the policy and traditions of the 
educational department of the 
province in the past, and that his 
colleagues and the legislature are 
with him whole-heartedly in the 
work, 

Speaking generally, the increas- 
ed appropriation is applied to the 
promotion of efficiency; although 
an important item is to meet the 
ordinary grants to 150 newly es- 
tablished schools. Experience has 
shown that the especial conditions 
existing in these northern prairies 
must be met by special means if 
there is to be progressive success. 

The towns and cities do not pre- 
sent any special problem, except 
that as a result of the boom of 
1912, there are heavy interest 
charges to be carried and taxatiou 


a0 - 


is so high that school expenditures | 


are criticized sharply and school 
development is correspondingly 
hampered. In this situation the 
added efficiency, elementary, high, 
technical and night school grants 
are very welcome. It is only in 
the towns and cities that the op- 
portunity for advanced education 
exists. It would be unfortunate 
for the provincial cause if educa- 
tion progress were not mainta®ned 
there, as it might not be under 
conditions of financial discourage- 
ment. 

It is outside the towns and cities 
that the problems of education are 
most difficult, and at the same 
time offer opportunity for origin- 
ality of effort in meeting them. 
The necessarily sparse school 
population in the rural sections 
makes it impossible to have strong 
schools, conveniently situated fer 
all pupils even in wealthy, dis- 
tricts. Hence the idea of the con- 
solidated school; on the principle 
of bringing the child to the school 
and so establishing a strong 
school instead of placing a school 
where by reason of lack of attend- 
ance or of tax-paying power it 
cannot possibly be strong enough 
to give good service, The consoli- 
dated school is still an experiment. 
In many cases it is not practicable. 
To meet a type of cases that the 
consolidated school cannot provide 
for Hon, Mr. Smith has instituted 
the idea of the two-roomed school. 
Possibly by combining two rural 
school districts or by readjusting 
boundaries so that there shall be 
an attendance and financial sup- 
port to warrant the employment 
of two teachers, with consequent 
partial grading of the pupils and 
their studies to the advantage of 
all concerned, aid towards the 
establishment and maintenance of 
such schoois is provided. 

Along similar lines is the grant 
in aid of teachers’ residences in 
rural districts. There can be no 
doubt of the need of residences in 
many rural districts, or of the 
benefit that such residences will 
be as an attraction to the teaching 
profession. Districts establishing 
such residences are certainly en- 
titled to, and will receive, a sub- 
stantial measure of assistance in 
the work. 

Inspection is to be made more 
efficient: by a substantial increase 
in the number of inspectors. It is 
felt that if the inspector is to ex- 
ercise valuable ‘supervision and 
keep in touch with the work of 
the schools the scope of each in- 
spectorate must be kept within 
limits that will permit the work 
to be efficiently done. With the 
inspectorates reduced in area it 
will be possible for the inspector 
to constitute himself a medium 
of adjustment between people and 
trustees, or between trustees and 
teacher, or between trustees or 
teacher and the department to a 
degree that was not possible under 
former conditions, and that will 
result in reducing the friction that 
tends against educational success 
to a minimum, 

Weak school districts—that is 
districts where owing to special 
conditions the ratepayers cannot 
keep up an efficient school—may 
share in an increased special grant 
provided for their benefit. 

With a view to increasing the 
teaching staff of the province, and 
at the same time recognizing in a 
measure the sacrifices that have 
been made, sons and daughters of 
deceased soldiers who have the 
necessary educationa! qualifica- 
tions, will be given free normal 
training. Provision is also made 
for five months free tuition at 
the provincial summer school for 
soldier studgnts. 

The foregoing are some of the 
ways in which the Alberta Gov- 
ernment is endeavoring to meet 
the needs of the Province by speed- 
ing up education efficiency under 
after-the-war conditions. Some 
of the effort is experimental, and 
may not be finally successful, But 
the people of the Province will 
surely rather see an honest and 
determined effort made to put the 
Province in the forefront educa- 
tionally, than see it permitted to 
mark time in educational work. 
Youth is the' time of educational 
opportunity. That opportunity 
never returns. The responsibility 
of the people of Alberta, as of the 
legislature and the Government, is 
to the rising generation of today. 
The Minister of Education bas the 
best wishes of the Province at 
large in his determination that the 
educational record of Alberta 
shall not only keep pace with, but 
shall lead, in its progress and de- 
velopment. 


The Railway Commission 
Takes a Hand. 


So it appears that the railway 
war board is the authority which 
put over the change of time on the 
Canadian railways and the rail- 
way commission is to decide whe- 
ther the action of the war board 
shall stand or not. It is just possi- 
ble that the railway commission 
may take a view of the matter dif- 
ferent from that taken by the war 
board, and possibly out of the 
dispute the rights of the publio 
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will get some consideration, But 
it would be nice to live for a while 
in a country whose parliament had 
something to say about the coun- 
try’s business. 


The Cabarets. 


Regarding the employment of 
girls in cabarets licensed by the 
city Mayor Clarke as member of 
the Safety and Health Committce 
functions in his old time form. It 
comes as a shock to many citizens 
to know that the cabarets of the 
city are conducted under city 
license. Most citizens who had 
heard of them supposed that they 
operated on sufferance, and were 
inclined to credit their existence} 
to police inefficiency or collusion. 
The proceedings in connection 
with the W.C.T.U. deputation 
bring home most emphatically that 
the citizens themselves—including 
the members of the W.C.T.U.—-.are 
directly responsible for the exis- 
tence of the cabarets, and share 
in their profits through the license 
fevs paid to the city, white the 
stand taken by the chief executive 
officer of the city indicates any- 
thing but an intention to sea that 
they do not go beyond reasonatle 
limits in the entertainment that| 
they offer. 

A large majority of the people 
of Alberta voted to abolish the 
| bar because of the undesirable as- 
sociations necessarily connected 
with it. But the bar of a reputable 
hotel was surely a place of less un- 
desirable associations than a cab- 
aret. If the rights of the people 
ave involved in the employment of 
girls in cabarets, they are surcly 
much more involved in the right 
to the open bar. 

It is a strange situation if the 
city has the right to license a cub- 
eret and has not the right to re- 
gulate it. If there is any doubt on! 
that point it should be cleared up 
and adjusted before the legislature 
prorogues, 


A Forster Enquiry. 


That was a somewhat remark- 
able transaction mentioned by Mr. 
Forster, ex-chief license inspector, 
in his evidence at the Boudreau en- 
quiry, regarding the purchase of 
alcohol from the Nat Bell ware- 
house at Saskatoon, which came to 
Edmonton as part of a carload for 
the Nat Bell warehouse at Edmon- 
ton. ‘‘He did not know in whose 
“name. the liquor was-sent.’’ ‘‘He 
*‘had no definite means of check- 
‘fing up through the government 
‘‘order whether the consignment 
‘‘brought in by Teviotdale con- 
‘‘sisted of more than the amount 
‘‘of the provincial order or not.’’ 

If Mr. Forster did not know the 
details regarding this and other 
shipments of liquor, who should 
have known? 

“In this particular instance the 
‘fconsignment had reached Ed- 
‘‘monton 22 cases short, this hav- 
‘fing been stolen from the C.P.R. 
‘near Brandon.”’ 

Forster admitted having pur- 
chased from Teviotdale from one- 
fifth to one-quarter of the liquor 
purchased for the government dur- 
ing that year. Teviotdale had 
begun helping Mr, Forster in the 
warehouse in July, 1918, He con- 
tinued helping him for a couple of 
days after Hon. Mr. Boyle had 
notified him (Forster) in Novem- 
ber that Teviotdale was not to be 
employed on the premises. Teviot- 
dale had been employed ‘‘ without 
pay.”’ 

Regarding watering the whisky 
Mr. Forster said it was recognized 
as a desirable and economical 
method of handling over-proof 
whisky. It would be interesting 
to know just who it was that re- 
cognized it to be desirable for a 
government to sell water at the 
price of whisky. And who recog- 
nized that it was desirable to pur- 
chase overproof whisky so that it 
could be watered down? 

These are matters that should 
be fully investigated before Mr.| 
Forster leaves the jurisdiction of 
the Alberta legislature.

London, March 81,—Jimmy Wilde, 
British flyweight champion, tonight 
defeated Joe Lynch, an American 
boxer, on points in a 15-round bout. 

The Prince. of Wales, Prince Al- 
bert and Lord Lonsdale witnessed the 
bout, which took place at the National 
Sporting club. t wags a fast ant 
stubbornly fought battle throughout. 
Wilde started a three to one favorite, 
but Lynch was doing so well in the 
ninth round that the betting feil to 
even terms. 

In this and the following rounds 
Wilde was badly shaken by heavy 
punishinent, but fought gamely and 
Pecovered in the fifteenth. The Am- 
erican finished the fresher of the two 
and though Wilde won on points, he 
had a close call, 

The verdict seemed somewhat of a 
Surprise to many present and thee 
was some adverse comment. Wilde 
wae giving Lynch about 16 pounds in 
weight. 

At the close of (he fight, the Prince 
of Wales congratulated both men, 
and said that it was by meetings such 
as this that Anglo-American friend- 
which they had welcomed 
throughout the world, became cemen- 
ted for all time.

A communication from the Vancou- 
ver board of trade urging immediate 
action to secure rates on the Canadian 
National railway low enough to di- 
vert the grain from the western por- 
tion of the prairie country to Vancou- 
ver was considered, On the recom- 
mendatiion of the transportation com- 
mittee, the Vancouver statement of 
the case was not endorsed, but it was 
recommended that the lowest rates 
compatible with the cost of the ser- 
vice be established on the Canadian 
National railway for the movement of 
}grain via Vancouver and the Panama 


conditions, The company met the 
committtee in a very fair spirit and 
agreed to withdraw its application for 
higher rates now before the railway 
commission and substitute a new tariff 
acceptable to the committee. The 
special tariff for carriage of cream 
was much more favorable than that 


| submitted by the other companies and 


was approved with some minor alter- 
ations, Approval of both the general 
and special tariffs was made conting- 
ent upon some advance in rates being 
allowed the other companies by the 
board of railway commissioners; and 
in neither cage is the Central Canada 
company to have a larger percentage 
of adyance over present rates than 
may be allowed the other companies, 
National Highway.
